¢\ Winging a controversial 3-2 vote, Town 
“Ray Manager Buzz Stapcezynski emerged from

Selectmen Larry Larsen and Bill Downs 
said they believed there were local candidates 
with equal or better qualifications who had not 
been given adequate consideration. Stapezyns- 
ki had selected O’Donnell in conjunction with 
Joe Piantedosi, plant and facilities director. 

But after three weeks of reflection, 
Stapczynski stuck to his original decision, offi- 
cially naming O’Donnell to the position. Select- 
men Brian Major, Lori Becker and John Hess

closest vial was in Boston. 

“The penicillin arrived in an Erly- 
meyer Flask (a standard flask you 
might see in a do-it-yourself chem- 
istry set, where it is round on the bot- 
tom and narrows at the top) held by 
the conductor of the train,” recalls 
Rothseid. “I picked up (the medica- 
tion) from the train station and drove 
it to the hospital myself. It was the 
first time penicillin was used in 
(Lawrence) and the only reason the 
patient is still alive today.” 

More than half a century later, 
Rothseid, of Andover, is still practic- 
ing. 

“It keeps me busy and my mind 
sharp,” he says. 

In fact, Rothseid was recently one 
of 93 honored for 50 years of member- 
ship in the Massachusetts Medical 
Society at its annual luncheon. 

“It was an honor just to live this 
long and still practice,” he says of his 
recent honor. 

Rothseid officially retired in 1986, 
but began practicing again after 
someone asked him to take care of 15 
nursing home patients. “And I 
haven’t stopped since,” says the doc- 
tor, who currently works three to 
four hours a day treating patients in 
more than 12 nursing homes in the 
area. 

Rothseid has seen incredible 
advances in medicine, especially in

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McGovern buoyed by convention showing 


While Andover’s Patricia McGovern didn’t 
quite win either the expectations game or her 
party’s endorsement at the State Democratic 
Convention this past weekend, she remains very 
much in the hunt for governor. 

Like all candidates heading into a conven- 
tion, the McGovern campaign sought to lower 
expectations for their candidate. Of course she 
didn’t expect to win, Says campaign spokesman 
Steve Bilafer. Nor did she expect anything other 
than Attorney General Scott Harshbarger to 
take the party’s endorsement on the first ballot. 

“He (Harshbarger) was the one with the solid 
campaign in place last February (when conven- 
tion delegates were being chosen),” says Bilafer, 
“so while we were able to pick our spots, we cer- 
tainly couldn’t match him ward for ward.” 

Still, there had been fairly wide speculation 
that McGovern hoped to keep Harshbarger from 
taking the endorsement on the first ballot, and if 
she could, to swing enough votes her way to 
walk away with the endorsement. 

Neither happened. While Harshbarger didn’t 
take it by much, he did squeak by on the first 
ballot, with barely more than 50 percent of the 
delegates. McGovern wasn’t close to that, but 
did come away with a healthy 31 percent. 


Town mum on AHS 
lawsuit negotiations

Although Andover residents have already 
invested about $30 million in the Andover 
High School construction project, town offi- 
cials are refusing to make public even the 
most basic aspects of negotiations regarding 
the lawsuit brought against the town and its 
architects by contractor Stone-Congress. 

The true cost of the project could rise if 
the town loses the case or settles out of court 
with Stone-Congress. 

While the town is reportedly in mediation 
with the contractor, Andover Officials will 
not confirm that. No court dates have been 
assigned and none of the parties have 
appeared in court since a discovery dispute 
last year, says Town Counsel Tom Urbelis. 

But if you ask Urbelis about the suit, his 
answer to almost any question is the phrase, 
“The case is still in litigation.” 

Selectman Brian Major has also taken up 
this mantra, and will not confirm if the town 
and/or the architect is negotiating with 
Stone-Congress. 

But the way officials respond to the ques- 
tion about mediation does seem to indicate 
negotiations are continuing outside of the 
courtroom. 

“IT can’t comment on that, which ought to 
give you your answer,” says Selectman 
Larry Larsen, before adding the obligatory, 
“Tt is in litigation.” 

David Patrick, the president of Stone 
Building Company for the bulk of the project, 
has left that company. Project Manager 
Thomas Silva and Congress Construction 
Company President Bill Nicholson did not 
return Calls. 

Residents approved $26.5 million for the 
high school project in 1994 and have been 
adding more cash every two years. They 
approved an additional $2.43 million in 1996 
and another $768,000 this year. 

At least $24,000 was transferred from the 
South Elementary building project to help 
pay for the troubled job. 


Perhaps worse news for McGovern, 
however, is that former congressman 
Brian Donnelly will be on the Septem- 
ber primary ballot as well, making it a 
three-way race, which most analysts 
say will make it tougher for McGovern. 

Publicly, McGovern was anything 
but disappointed, however. She pro- 
nounced herself “delighted” at her 
showing. 

And Bilafer contended that the wide- 
spread assumption that Harshbarger 
would have a tough time at the conven- 
tion because he had alienated Democra- 
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tic insiders with aggressive prosecu- 
tions, was just so much spin from the 
Harshbarger camp. 

“It's pretty hard to argue that this 
wasn’t Scott’s room,” Bilafer says. “All 
you had to do was look at all the green 
(Harshbarger) T-shirts there.” 

Bilafer does admit that Donnelly’s 
presence on the ballot will make things 
tougher for his candidate. “But we 
expected it. It’s reality,” he says. “The 
thing we need to do now is just have 
Pat get her message out.” 

That message, he says, will continue 
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to be that, “In a booming economy, all 
is not well. There are still serious prob- 
lems with health care, child care, edu- 
cation and worker skills. Pat has 
always felt strongly about those issues, 
and we think they are winning issues.” 
Finally, while Bilafer admits the 
McGovern campaign will not be able to 
match Harshbarger in the fund-raising 
game, he says she will have enough. 
“We plan to have enough to get our 
message out on television as the prima- 

ry gets closer,” he says.

approved the appointment 3-2. 

“We need to allow these people 
(Stapezynski and Piantedosi) to do their 
job and bring on the best people for the 
town of Andover,” said Major. 

“I would hope tonight we’d make this 
decision based on the position itself,” said 
Becker. “We don’t have a residency 
requirement.” 

O’Donnell has worked as a superinten- 
dent for Tory Pines Resort in Frances- 
town, N.H. since 1992, and as an assistant 
superintendent at Andover’s Indian 
Ridge Country Club from 1989 to 1997.

An I-93 sound barrier? 


The state is set to allow travel in the 
breakdown lane on Interstate 93, which 
has three exits in Andover. With this 
extra lane, Andover state Rep. Barry 
Finegold wants to 
know if residents 
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want him to try to get 
a sound barrier 
between certain 
neighborhoods and 
the highway. 

Finegold says he 
has received some 
complaints about the 
noise from Interstate 
93, and expects the 
sounds of traffic to 
increase with the new 
travel lanes. 

He’s asked select- 
men to _ consider 
whether a sound bar- 
rier is needed. 

The long journey 
through the world of 
federal and _ state 
bureaucracies “is 
huge,” says Finegold 
and he wants to get 
the ball rolling now if 
the town is interested. 

“I don’t want to 
start jumping through 
hoops if I don’t have 
the neighbors’ or the 
selectmen’s approval,” 
he says.

While the state continues planning to 
install more traffic lights for Route 125 in 
Andover, Andover police plan to tem- 
porarily block the Vine Street intersec- 
tion to see if eliminating it improves 
safety on the highway. 

This was just part of the plan to 
improve Route 125 Officially unveiled 
during a public meeting June 4. About 80 
people attended the meeting and Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo says those who 
missed the meeting can offer their com- 
ments to him in a letter. 

While some people have talked about 
installing five sets of lights in Andover, 
Pattullo suggests that having too many 
lights will encourage people to motor 
down the smaller side streets in town. 

He says this is what has happened in 
the Phillips Academy area since Route 28 
was altered to make it safer for crossing 
pedestrians. 

“People don’t like to sit in traffic. 
They like to move. We don’t want people 
moving 45 miles per hour through our 
neighborhoods, ” says Pattullo. “We have 
to look at alternatives. I don’t believe 
that lights at every intersection is the 
answer.” 

The state and town have already insti- 
tuted some changes to Route 125 in 
response to public outcry for increased

Dissatisfaction with Andover 
Town Meeting has been expressed 
because special interests show up in 
greater numbers. But isn’t that what 
democratic town meeting is all 
about?

During 
town meeting, several articles were

Anyone 
who believes a representative town 
meeting is somehow more pure, less 
political, or less selfishly motivated, 
needs a reality check. If anything, 
representative town meeting is more 
political than open town meeting 
and will further close the process to 
ordinary citizens and elevate the

2) Defend his previous letter. 

3) Attack Mr. Yeh's character with

The sole purpose, I believe, is to 
avoid the scrutiny of town meeting 
and to do away with town meeting as 
we know it. 

Open town meeting may not be 
perfect, but the alternative is worse. 
With a little effort from citizens, 
open town meeting can be improved 
to better represent the majority of 
Andover citizens. The town manager 
ignores the fact that town meeting is 
the rightful appropriating authority 
in the town of Andover. 

A 1 percent cut across the board 
out of a 7’: percent increase budget at 
a time when inflation is less than 1 
percent was appropriate and good 
sound fiscal policy. If officials are 
not willing to reduce an $80 million 
budget by $600,000, this demon- 
strates a high level of incompetence 
and gross mismanagement of public 
funds. 

It is the civic duty of every citizen 
to cut the budget when the budget 
presented to town meeting is fiscally 
irresponsible. How sad when the 
highest appointed official in the 
town of Andover, unable to justify a 
7’: percent budget increase, resorts 
to name calling as his only line of 
defense. 

Unfortunately, this kind of behav- 
ior sends the wrong message 
throughout the community.

Rather than using limits and the 
like to prove that “D. 15 cm” is a valid 
answer, simply use geometry. When 
learning about triangles, you learn a 
theorem: The sum of the lesser two 
sides MUST always be greater than 
the largest side. If you have an isosce- 
les triangle with: base = b, sides = a, 
then 2a HAS to be greater than b. 
Therefore, in a triangle with perime- 
ter 30 and base 15, 2a = b. Thus it is 
NOT a triangle.

A degener- 
ate triangle might in fact BE a trian- 
gle, or it could just be a line. So maybe 


15 cm IS a valid base length. I think 
that until they teach limits and 
advanced Euclidean and non-Euclid- 
ean geometry to 9th and 10th graders 
that we should all sit back and play a 
rousing game of 24 ... 

Note: Hmm ... anyone looked into 
this problem in Non-Euclidean space? 
Could be an interesting problem.

Andover developer Marty Spagat 

says he kept hearing that refrain from 
prospective tenants, as soon as the word 
got out that he had purchased the essen- 
tially defunct Methuen Mall from Metro- 
politan Life Insurance about 13 months 
ago. 
He hadn’t been expecting a hard sell 
for the property anyway. The reason he 
had gone looking for a site was because 
of a couple of very large prospective 
office tenants he couldn’t accommodate 
at Minuteman Park, the office complex 
he is now building off River Road in 
Andover. 

“The office market was very strong,” 
he says, so I thought that’s what we’d do 
there. 

But this flood of calls was coming 
from entertainment companies, rather 
than those seeking office space. They 
had done the market research, he Says, 
and they all wanted to be right where a 
retail mall had gone belly up. 

“It became very clear that this 
seemed to be the highest and best use 
(for the property),” he said. 

Not to mention a public relations 
bonanza as well. Spagat’s plan, unveiled 
last week, to turn the 60-acre site into a 
$50-million family entertainment center 
called The Loop, amounts to what 
Methuen Mayor Dennis DiZoglio calls 
“a grand slam,” and is what several mid- 
dle school girls from the town were seek- 
ing in a petition drive, 

Of course, at the moment this is all 
based on promises. Apress packet 
describing the new project quotes one 
real estate consultant saying that 
“national entertainment, retail and din- 
ing establishments of all types are com-

But so far, almost none of them have 
names. The press packet also states that 
“we cannot officially announce any of

the tenants until lease negotiations are 
complete.” 

Spagat exudes confidence, however. 
While a retail mall, with the sales-tax- 
free New Hampshire border right next 
door, was doomed, “this is not,” he says, 
“because retail is not the core here.” 

This concept, which Spagat and oth- 
ers are calling “the hottest in the coun- 
try,” brings a bit of Disney to the malling 
of America. 

The Loop will include a multiscreen 
Cineplex with 14-24 screens, up to five 
restaurants, retail stores including 
national chains and others aimed specif. 
ically at youth, a “family entertainment 
center” and the first AutoNation USA in 
New England. AutoNation, a Ft. Laud- 
erdale-based used car chain, sells vehi- 
cles mainly in the $15,000 and up price 
range, and allows customers to “shop” 
by computer, without dealing with a 
salesperson until they are ready. 

Spagat, the owner of Brickstone Prop- 


erties in Andover, says there are a num- 
ber of “entertainment center” malls in 
California, and quite a few on drawing 
boards across the country, but this will 
definitely be the first in New England. 

For Spagat, whose company has pri- 
marily dealt with office developments in 
the past 20 years, converting former mill 
buildings into office or manufacturing 
space, as is the case in Brickstone 
Square, or building new space such as 
that at Minuteman, this is something of 
a new venture. 

To compensate for that, he says Brick- 
stone has hooked up with The Wilder 
Companies, a Boston-based national 
retail specialist firm “that has a long his- 
tory of doing this.” 

And he says he will definitely look for 
other sites to launch entertainment cen- 
ters, “depending on how this one goes.” 

If all goes according to plan, it will 
rejuvenate a property that has become

Misserville knows what to look 
for better than most. 

“When they’re growling, that’s 
when you have to be uneasy,” he 
says. “You're (in trouble) when you 
hear that real throaty growl.” 

The post office and the humane 
society say that most owners who 
see their dog bite someone previous- 
ly believed their dogs were harm- 
less. 

“Owners say their dog doesn’t 
bite and I say, ‘You don’t know 
that,’” says Misserville. “I have a 
very friendly dog and I say, ‘Well, 
she hasn’t bitten anyone’ yet.’ You 
just never know what’s in their 
minds.” 

One of Misserville’s dog bites 
actually occurred after he compli- 
mented a dog. 

“T stopped to talk with a man and 
I said, ‘What a beautiful dog,” 
Misserville. “The 
and bit me on the arm. I have to 
admit, that one amused me.” 

It turned out the dog had just had 
surgery, he says, and was apparent- 
ly feeling a bit ornery. Misserville 
says its proof “You just never 
know.”

* Don’t run past a dog; 

* Don’t scream. Avoid eye contact. 
Once the dog disappears, back away 
slowly; 

* Don’t approach a strange dog, 
particula rly if it’s confined; and 

* Always let a dog see and sniff 
you before you pet it. 

Misserville, who actually teaches 
other carriers how to avoid being 
attacked, even offers some special 
advice tailored to letter carriers. 

“Basically, your first line of 
defense is your mailbag,” he says. 
“Better to let him bite the mailbag 
than to bite you.” 

As for advice for dog owners, the 
postal service and Humane Society 
Say:

A spring survey of local MBTA park- 
ing lots has proven what every Andover 
commuter who hops a train to Boston 
already knows. Too many people are try- 
ing to squeeze into the Andover lots, 
While parking spaces in other towns 
remain empty. 

Although the commuter parking prob- 
lem has existed for years, it has received 
particular attention this spring (“Spaced 
out at the MBTA,” Townsman, April 9). 

Andover state Rep. Barry Finegold 
has been encouraging selectmen to focus 
on this issue with him because he has 
heard complaints from many Andover 
residents, he says. 

Now there are numbers to quantify 
just how many people are failing to grab 
the last legal spaces in the Massachusetts 
Bay Transit Authority lots and on the 
surrounding streets. 

A survey compiled by Andover resi- 
dent David Nelson shows there are more 
than one dozen extra people parking at 
the Ballardvale lot than is legally 
allowed, and more than two dozen illegal

problem, such as the opening of a new 
super-sized train station in Woburn, are 
a year or more away. But Finegold, 
Selectmen Lori Becker and Town Plan- 
ner Steve Colyer are considering a few 
quick fixes to the commuter crunch.

the Andover lot,” says Colyer. 

The group is also studying parkers’ 
license plates to target those who are 
coming to Andover from the north. Offi-

Mitchell Keamy, of River Street, told 
officials that installing a bike rack would 
free up “at least one space” — his. Keamy 
believes others would ride their bikes to 
the lot too, if they had a place to securely 
lock them. 

As for the Andover police, one of their 
suggestions may meet with less favor 
from residents. 

Last month residents were upset with 
the state for ticketing and threatening to 
tow people who created their own space 
in the Andover lots.

‘It’s not about personalities’ 


Gilmore, mana

If there’s one thing Andover building 
department employees agree on, it’s that 


they don’t get along. But ask them why, 
and their answers begin to diverge. 

Building Inspector Michael Buss, cur- 
rently out on stress leave, and former 
inspector Peter DePesa, recently fired 
for what Town Manager Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki said was poor performance, say the 
root of conflict in the department is the 
lack of people and management skills of 
their boss, Inspector of Buildings Kaija 
Gilmore (“Building inspectors fire back 
at Gilmore, manager,” Townsman, June 
4). 
But according to Stapczynski, this 

has more to do with a grudge. He says 
Buss, who has been an inspector in 
Andover for 18 years, never got over the 
fact that he was passed over for the top 
job of inspector of buildings when 
Gilmore was hired six years ago. 

“We have a disgruntled employee 
who felt he should have been Inspector 
of Buildings,” Stapczynski says. 

Gilmore believes the problem is more 
than that. 

“I do believe that neither of these gen- 
tlemen are able to take direction from a 
female,” Gilmore says. 

But the issues surrounding DePesa’s 
termination last month, “is not about 
personalities. It’s about procedure.” 

Stapczynski and Gilmore were 
responding to charges from Buss and 
DePesa, in which the two contended 
Gilmore had tried to set them up for fail- 
ure so she could fire them. 

Buss and DePesa also allege that 
Gilmore illegally prepared architectural 
plans for an addition on Stapczynski’s 
home, a hot-tub cabana for Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo, and other local residents. 

It is illegal for the Inspector of Build- 
ings to prepare plans for any Andover 
resident. 

But Gilmore says she drew only pre- 
liminary sketches for those structures, 
not formal plans, that she did it on her 
own time and will continue to provide 
such assistance to her friends in or out 
of town. 

“That’s what friends do,” she says, 
but when it comes to designing a struc- 
ture she is responsible to inspect, she 
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Gilmore — they have a problem 
with females. 
will truly draw the line. 

“I am flabbergasted at that kind of 
accusation,” Gilmore says. 

Stapczynski says he hired architect 
John Minton at Great Woods Post and 
Beam in Newburyport to design the 
addition on his home for a $1,000 fee. 

Buss also alleges that Gilmore took 
him off the Andover High School Project 
as the inspector of record after she set 
him up to fail by excluding him from 
meetings and keeping reports from him. 

Gilmore says she has never excluded 
any building inspector from a meeting, 
and as for reports, says Buss was expect- 
ed to get them himself. 

“If I need to do that much hand hold- 
ing I might as well do the job myself,” 
she says. 

While the problems surrounding the 
high school project are the ultimate 
responsibility of the architect, Buss was 
responsible to obtain reports and infor- 
mation himself directly from the archi- 
tects, contractors and Management team 

on the project, she says. 

Another undertaking Gilmore did not 
have time for was a detailed plan review 
of the high school project before issuing 
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Stapczynski — “We have a dis- 
gruntled employee.” 
the building permit. 

Buss alleges that the informal meet- 
ing held before the permit was issued 
was not sufficient coverage of the issue 
and the permit should not have been 
granted without a more thorough 
review. 

Gilmore says the high school project 
was so complicated that a detailed 
review would have been impossible to 
complete in any efficient length of time, 
and that parties responsible for the 
design would constantly be on hand, 
since the town had hired a management 
company to run the project. 

Several problems with the design 
were dealt with in the state Building 
Code Appeals Board, she says, which is 
not uncommon for such a large project. 
It is unusual, she acknowledges, for a 
project to go to the appeals board sever- 
al times, as the Andover High School 
did. 

But she says it is common for the 
Building Department to appear before 
the appeals board when the building 
code does not provide adequate guide- 

lines. 

In response to Buss’s charge that he

was taken off the project for what he 
described as “doing it too well,” Gilmore 
Says his focus was too much on details 
of the project and not enough on the 
larger picture. 

“He missed things he shouldn’t have 
missed,” She says. 

She took the same issue up with 
DePesa recently, but Gilmore says he 
missed problems on a project that were 
serious enough to cost him his job. 

Stapczynski fired DePesa last month 
on charges including the issuance of an 
occupancy permit for 294 South Main 
Street when, according to Gilmore, the 
property was not safe to be occupied by 
adults or children. 

DePesa alleges that the specific prob- 
lems listed with the property on which 
he issued an occupancy permit were not 
code violations but open to interpreta- 
tion. 

Gilmore agrees with that much, but 
still says the condition of the site was 
obviously unsafe. 

“In my professional opinion, it was 
an open construction site, inside and 
out,” Gilmore says. 

DePesa also charged that the hear- 
ings held on this matter, presided over 
by Stapczynski, with himself, his attor- 
ney and the town’s attorney, were 
unfair because Stapczynski had already 
decided he wanted to get rid of DePesa 
before the hearing began. 

Stapcezynski says problems within 
the department are nothing new, and 
problems with DePesa’s performance 
specifically were small things that 
developed into larger problems over 
time. 

“This did not start a year or two ago. 
It started in ’93 and escalated,” 
Stapczynski says. 

The manager cited a pattern of prob- 
lems like inefficient inspection routes, 
where the two inspectors would travel 
together, and frequent phone calls on 
the job, which led Stapczynski to believe 
that DePesa was running his own con- 
sulting business out of the town office. 

DePesa said in his public hearing 
that he does work as an independent 
consultant outside of Andover, but does 
not conduct business on town time or 
property.

Residents of Lowell Street spoke in opposition to 
a proposed day care center for Lowell Street at a 
recent Planning Board Meeting, citing traffic prob- 
lems and the building’s close proximity to the town 
water supply. 

While the public is not entitled to comment on 
Site plan reviews presented to the Planning Board, 
residents concerned about a plan to build a two- 
story day care center on Route 133 across from 
Raytheon were not discouraged from voicing their 
concerns. 

Residents including neighbors of the 4.6-acre pro- 
posed site at 347 Lowell Street complained that traf- 
fic is too dangerous on that road to add a building 
where people would often be turning in and out. 

“I'm nearly rear-ended day when [ turn into my 


own driveway. It’s a horror show,” said Lowell 
Street resident Ken Gibson who lives next to the 
proposed site. 

Gibson warned Planning Board members that 
drivers often don’t stop for the traffic cop at 
Raytheon, even when the school bus stops to pick up 
children. 

“I wake up every morning to a traffic cop scream- 
ing profanities at drivers who don’t Stop. This is a 
fantastic place for a day care center from a business 
point of view, but it’s not good for the community,” 
he says. 

Planning Board members say they are concerned 
with traffic around the site as well, but according to 
Planning Director Steve Colyer, state law prohibits 
planners from rejecting the plan due to traffic con- 
cerns. 


Lowell Street resident Pat Keffer said he is more 
concerned about the building creating more water 
on his property and in his basement. 

The current plan includes an 18,590 gross-square- 
foot building and requests for permits for a maxi- 
mum of 192 children and a staff of 32. 

Donna Kelleher, owner of Walker Day Care Cen- 
ters, said she expects to have about 150 children in 
the building and 30 staff. all coming and going at dif- 
ferent times during the day. 

Kelleher runs six other day care centers in the 
state, and said the peak traffic hours are between 
7:30 a.m. and 9 a.m., but said she has never had a 
problem at any of her centers with traffic backing 
up.

Peter M. Hadley of 8 Joyce 


Terrace, in a letter to ZBA 
Chairman Daniel Casper, con- 
tends the club “is and has been 
in noncompliance of conditions 
and restrictions,” imposed in 
that 1957 decision. 

“It embarrassed me as a long: 
time citizen of Andover that 
your past board set these condi- 
tions and restrictions, and you 
did not review them before the 
June 4, 1998 hearing,” he writes. 
“T ask you in writing to continue 
this hearing and/or stop the 
club from operating.” 

Among restrictions Hadley 
Says the club is violating is the 
very first, which allows mem- 
bership “on an individual basis 


only, limited to 300 persons.” 
The club, he says, now has 
numerous corporate members. 


The second restriction for- 
bids the use of the club “by any 
other organization or group,” 
and Hadley contends the club is 
Violating that when it allows 
groups like the Rotary and 
Kiwanis to use it. 

here is also a ban on using it 


as a “social club,” which has 
been a practice for years. 

(his was supposed to be the 
Kind of place where business 


leaders could come and relax. 
where nobody would bug them,” 
Hadley said this week, “but 
slowly over the years, they’ve 
(the club) more and more done 
their own thing.” 

While the petition before the 
ZBA describes an addition. 
Hadley and another abutter, 
Cornelius A. Wood Jr. say it is 
really a new building, which the 
fifth restriction forbids. 

“Some of the Lanam’s state- 
ments appear to be inaccurate, 
other matters are glossed over 
or not mentioned,” Wood says in 
a memo to the ZBA. 

“The present spacious build- 
ing handles 300 members ... and 
the alleged ‘needs’ can be han- 
dled ‘grandfather-protected.’. In 
reality, the proposed bar and

grill (disguised as an alteration) 
is anew building ...” he writes. 

Wood also complains that if 
the expansion is permitted, it 
will “convert a single residence 
potential resale into a white ele. 
phant, which also diminishes 
the attractiveness of my proper- 
ty and its economic value.” 

Larsen says the issue is one of 
survival. “If we want a club like 
this, which is available as a com 
munity resource, and consid- 
ered a real treasure, we've got to 
have some modernization to 
make it a viable business entity. 

“The proposed additions,” he 
Says, “are tasteful and will pre- 
serve it for generations to come. 
This is a very caring group of 
people.” 

ZBA Chairman Casper could 
not be reached for comment. 

But based on the reaction to 
the proposal, the club has both 
some legal headaches and some 
public relations hurdles to jump 
before it can start anything. 

Andover Housing Authority 
member Norma Villarreal said 
she and Authority Executive 
Director Christine Metzemaek- 
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ers conducted an informal meet- 
ing of tenants at Frye Circle, the 
housing development for elders 
and handicapped that abuts the 
Lanam property. After a presen- 
tation by Lanam manager Gerry 
O'Callaghan and an opposing 
presentation by Wood, about 80 
percent of the tenants present 
said they opposed the project. 

“We may get a different opin- 
ion from those who were not 
there,” Villarreal says, “and I 
myself have no feelings against 
it. But I believe the views of the 
tenants need to be represented, 
and they hadn’t been so far.” 

Larsen says he thinks it “very 
appropriate” for tenants to be 
heard on the matter, But he says 
Wood has known about the pro- 
ject “for quite some time, and 
his views are certainly known.” 

Hadley says his biggest objec- 
tion is that “this was going to go 
through” without area residents 
being aware of it. 

“My goal certainly isn’t to 
close the club down,” he says. 
“But I wanted to stop this 
process and at least let it be 
reviewed.” 
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The Andover Zoning Board 
of Appeals placed the following 
restrictions on a special permit 
granted to the Lanam Club, fol- 
lowing a hearing May 23, 1957: 

1. That the club shall be a 
business and __ professional 
man’s club for the greater 
Lawrence area, incorporated 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 180 and mod- 
eled after the Yorick Club of 
Lowell, with membership on 
an individual basis only and 
limited to 300 persons. 

2. That the club shall be 
used primarily for the serving 
of luncheons and evening din- 
ners, and for providing 
overnight accommodations for 
members and their guests, 
with not more than six bed- 
rooms, and that the club facili- 
ties shall not be used by any 
other organization or group. 

3. That the club shall not be 
made use of as a social or 
sports club, and that there 
Shall not be regular after-din- 
ner activities in the evening. 

4. That the club shall be 
used only by members and 
their guests and that there 
shall be no noise or activity 
which disturbs the quiet of the 
neighborhood. 

5. That no alterations shall 
be made to the present build- 
ing on the premises until writ- 
ten plans for the same shall 
have been submitted to and 
approved by the Building 
Inspector of the Town of 
Andover, and that no other 
building shall be erected on the 
premises. 

6. That adequate provision 
Shall be made on the property 
for the parking of automobiles, 
such parking space to be in the 
rear of the property and not 
visible from Main Street. 

7. That extreme care shall 
be taken at all times by the 
members of the club and their 
guests in driving automobiles 
to and from the club through 
the entrance on Main Street 
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and that all automobiles shall 
come to a full stop before enter- 
ing Main Street and that a con- 
spicuous “stop sign” be perma- 
nently located before the exit. 

8. That the club shall cooper- 
ate with the Andover police 
department in having a warn- 
ing traffic sign installed at the 
crest of the hill immediately 
north of the club entrance on 
Main Street in order to warn 
traffic moving in a southerly 
direction along Main Street. 

9. That the entrance on 
Main Street shall within one 
year from the date of this deci- 
sion be moved in a southerly 
direction from its present loca- 
tion so that it is completely 
separate from the entrance to 
the adjoining property on the 
north. 

10. That there shall be no 
sign on the premises except 
one no larger than four square 
feet giving the name of the 
club. 

11. That no liquor shall be 
sold or consumed on_ the 
premises, except under a club 
liquor license granted by the 
Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Andover, 

12. That all provisions of the 
Zoning By-Law and of the 
building laws of the Town of 
Andover shall be complied 
with. 

13. That all applicable state 
and local health, fire and build- 
ing laws shall be complied 
with. 

14. That the property upon 
which the building is located 
shall be kept neat and attrac- 
tive at all times and in harmo- 
ny with neighboring property 
on the same and opposite sides 
of Main Street. 

15. That this permit shall be 
further subject to such addi- 
tional regulations as may be 
adopted by the Board of 
Appeals from time to time. 

16. That this permit shall 
not be assignable. 
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She’s hoping for advance token to Free Parking

There’s a new voice in the long-run- 
ning downtown parking discussion, and 
its Owner isn’t just making idle chatter. 

Rose Titus, of Fiske Street, is not just 
complaining about the parking prob- 
lems, she’s also collecting hundreds of 
Signatures on a petition asking select- 
men to make the Park Street parking lot 
free. 

She says free parking is needed 
because the town’s aggressive towing 
and ticketing of cars is driving people 
away from shopping and eating in the 
downtown area. There’s also a problem 
with a perceived “attitude” that comes 
with the ticketing, says Titus. 

But Police Chief Brian Pattullo does 
not believe creating more free parking 
downtown is the magic wand that will 
sweep away the parking problems. Mer- 
chants will not favor a free parking area 
because they want parking space 
turnover so new shoppers can park, he 
says. He also notes there is free and long- 
term parking available on side Streets if 
people are willing to walk a block or two 
to their downtown destination. 

“T’ve heard about free parking down- 
town, but I think anyone who owns a 
business realizes the ideal situation is to 
have people turn over their spaces on a 
regular basis,” says Pattullo. “Free park- 
ing is not the answer.” 

But Titus believes a free lot will help 
reduce the growing hostility between 
town workers and downtown shoppers. 

“This (petition) is to make people who 
work in town or shop in town have a 
more pleasant driving experience,” she 
Says. “People are refusing to shop here 
or have their hair done here or have 
their nails done here.” 

Titus says she started the petition, 
which already has 300 signatures, after 
her friend’s car was towed because the 
friend accidentally parked by a broken 
meter. To get her car back the friend has 
to shell out about $100, says Titus. 

In her travels, Titus has found others 
who feel they were treated unnecessari- 
ly harshly for minor parking infrac- 
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tions, she says. 

“I've been walking around 
for a couple of months and 
everyone has a story to tell me,” 
she says. “Everybody is like, 
‘Oh, wait until I tell you what 
happened to me the other day.’” 

She says the key parking 
problem isn’t that people mind 
paying a few bucks to park, it’s 
that they don’t like fearing 
they’ll be towed or that they’ll 
get into an argument with a 
town worker for coming down- 
town. 

“lm walking around getting 
signatures, and when I talk to 
people they get very excited,” 
says Titus. “It’s not the quar- 
ters, it’s the attitude they 
receive (that troubles them), | 
think if there was more free 
parking, there’d be less attitude 
because there’d be less reason 
for attitude. 

“Just because there’s 
cramped space doesn’t mean 
there has to be hostility,” says 
Titus. “If we eliminated hostility 
and had better feelings between 
drivers and cops and (ticket 
writers), and we all worked together, it 
would eliminate some of the hostility, 
(and that) would eliminate part of the 
problem.” 

Titus claims that based on her experi- 
ence, one group currently seems to bear 
the brunt of the “hostility.” 

“The majority of people who get an 
attitude seem to be female,” says Titus. 
“I have not met a male who has had a 
confrontation that has been unpleasant 
or who has been yelled at. It seems to be 
emerging as a pattern. It surprised me to 
see that.” 

Pattullo believes parking supervisors 
tend to respond to people in the same 
tone that they are spoken to, and he says 
that tickets are issued based on a viola- 
tion, not on gender. 

“They don’t do it by the occupant, 
they do it by the vehicle,” says Pattullo. 
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Several technological advancements on the dental 
horizon promise to make patients more comfortable in the 
dental chair than they could scarcely imagine.

The downtown parking situation has 
been discussed, and officials have tin- 
kered with it, for years, 

This year, the town altered its park- 
ing-sticker program for downtown work- 
ers, placing most of its 51 sticker spaces 
in the Old Andover Village lot. At April 
Town Meeting, the town voted against 
spending money on a new parking study 
of the downtown area. 

Whether Titus’ petition reopens the 
parking discussion remains to be seen.

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Wrongful taxin

Phillips Academy has decided 
it’s better to give than to receive. So 
instead of receiving an approxi- 
mately $250,000 tax bill, they’re 
going to give the town a $95,000 gift. 

The school is not obligated to 
pay the full, hefty tax bill because 


the town of Andover has been 
wrongfully taxing Phillips’ tax- 
exempt faculty housing. Phillips’ 
tax bill should actually be closer to 
$30,000 than $250,000, according to 
town figures. 

With this in mind, and with 
taxes going through the roof. 
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Phillips recently decided it was time to change 
their payment to the town, says Town Assessor 
Bill Krajeski. So the town and school have nego- 
tiated an agreement that will end the wrongful 
taxing and still provide the town with some 
extra income in the form of a gift. 

Andover has taxed Phillips’ faculty housing 
for decades, says Krajeski. It continued to do so 
even after a 1983 state Supreme Court decision 
ruled that this type of property is tax-exempt 
because it’s related to the educational process. 

Krajeski says if the school had legally chal- 
lenged the town on this issue, “We would have 
lost in court, no question about it.” 

By the mid-1990s, Phillips was paying nearly 
$250,000 in faculty-housing taxes. 

With its evaluations increasing 8 to 15 per- 
cent per year, the school decided its unwritten 
partnership agreement with the town needed to

“Phillips was concerned over time that their 
tax bill was out of control,” he says. “Their feel- 
ing was that although they wanted to give more 
than required to the town, they had a cost they 
felt was out of control.” 

The school and town have negotiated a five- 
year agreement in which $125,000 will come 
from Phillips in the first year, fiscal year 1999. 

The school will continue to pay $30,000 in 
legitimate taxes on school land that is not relat- 
ed to any educational process. Phillips will also 
make a contribution of $95,000 in the last quar- 
ter of FY 1999, says Krajeski. 

This money is expected to increase in the 
remaining years of the agreement according to 
a formula based on the consumer price index. 

Krajeski says this agreement continues what 
is considered a positive relationship between 
the town and the school that both take the name 
Andover. 

“When you look at what other private 
schools do, Phillips Academy does a lot for the 


community,” says Krajeski.

Andover Hockey thin on ice

Just as ice time for Andover 
hockey players seemed to be 
slip-slidin’ away, recent legisla- 
tion has guaranteed that it 
won't entirely disappear. 

Andover state Rep. Barry 
Finegold and state Sen. John 
O’Brien helped get the new 
proprietors of the Tully Forum 
in Chelmsford to continue rent- 
ing ice time to the non-profit 
organizations such as Andover 
Youth Hockey, which have 
rented it from the former 
owner, UMass Lowell. 

Finegold says the Town of 
Chelmsford’s initial request, to 
control who gets what ice time 
once the rink changes hands, 
Was a greedy one, and the argu- 
ment created a somewhat heéat- 
ed disagreement between him 


self and Chelmsford Rep. Carol 
Cleven. 

But in the end, the non-prof- 
its who skate there are guaran- 
teed their ice time until they 
stop needing it, Finegold says. 

According to local coaches, 
that won’t be anytime soon. 

Andover High Hockey

} More than a dozen groups of young 
filmmakers had entered their films in 
the contest by last Friday, and more are 
expected to release their product before 
the films roll tomorrow night. 

Admission to the festival is $4. 

The film makers come in all forms, 
including one, Matt Rouillard, who 
made an animated feature, and two, Bob 
Rantilla and Jeff Bowe, who want the 
honorary titles of “doctor” and “cap- 
tain,” respectively. 

It seems the festival will suffer from 
neither a shortage of nicknames nor a 
shortage of films.

Leaders vow vigilance about student trauma

As North Andover Schools Superintendent George 
I. Blaisdell deals with the aftermath of the recent sui- 
cides of two middle school students, incoming 
Andover Superintendent Dr. Claudia Bach sent her 
local crisis team across the state from Milton-Freewa- 
ter, Oregon to Springfield to help people cope with the 
recent shooting deaths of two students and the par- 
ents of 15-year-old gunman Kip Kinkel. 

In the wake of violence and trauma in school com- 
munities, Andover school leaders say they are con- 
cerned, and vow to continue anti-violence and suicide 
prevention efforts. 

“It’s across the country, it’s next door, it’s a lot of 
places, but this is an alert to all of us,” says School 
Committee member Tina Girdwood. 

Outgoing Superintendent Richard E. Neal Says 
such issues aren’t part of a crash course for the sys- 


tem when tragedy happens, but are dealt with on an 
ongoing basis, often through the health education 
program. 

Ruby Easton, head of the guidance department at 
Andover High, agrees that the health education pro- 
gram addresses many issues that lead to violence, 
and cites it as an important part of the network that 
helps children cope. 

As a community, Andover also offers “Andover 
Cares,” a grassroots effort aimed at anti-violence and 
community service issues for youth, and Andover 
Youth Services, Easton says, which make up other 
parts of the support network for youth. 

Easton says that while no one could say Andover 
is immune to such trauma, she feels many students 
are aware of warning signs of depression, take good 
care of their friends, and have an adult they can turn 
to. 


“A lot has been done to pave the way to seek help 
and to (help students) know when to seek help,” she 
says. 

Bach agrees that issue is a warning to all commu- 
nities. 

“We are terribly concerned. No district can Say ‘It 
won't happen here,” she says. 

Girdwood recommends parents “be vigilant” about 
keeping in touch with their children. 

“Parents need to be more attentive to helping kids 
adjust,” as individuals and as a community. “Times 
have changed. You can never be too sensitive abut 
what affects your kids. They don’t always share 
things with (adults).” she says, adding that many 
children grow up into well-adjusted lives and then 
reveal what had traumatized them as children. “It’s 
one of the mysteries of life,” Girdwood says

Commencement speakers look forward

Joshua Miner brought new meaning 
to the words “outward bound” Monday 
night as he sent AHS graduates out 
into the world with a special lesson in 
survival. 

And if anyone knows what it takes 
to survive, it’s Miner. Founder of the 
Outward Bound bonding and survival 
program based on the experiences of 
veterans who fought in World War II, 
Miner is a long-time Andover resident. 

Lessons learned in Outward Bound, 
are the tools of survival he offers to 
outward bound AHS seniors. 

The first lesson is to seek the oppor- 
tunity to discover that you can go fur- 
ther than you thought you could. 

“But you must discover it. It can’t be 
learned. You can’t get it from a book or 
a tape or from the internet,” Miner 
Said. 

The second lesson, Miner said, is 
that one finds great Strength “if you 
get your mind off yourself and onto 
someone else’s well being.” 

He told a story of a man who 
dragged his daughter ashore when 
their boat capsized. 

“It was my daughter that saved my 
life,”’ Miner relates. He could never 
have found the Strength to save him- 
self, but for his daughter, “somewhere 
there was always one more stroke.”

When J.P. Sarni sought inspiration 
for his senior class essay, “Reflection 
in Our Mind’s Eye,” he considered 
local graduates who have gone on to 
influence others in the way his genera- 
tion knows best: through television 
and movies.

spun around waving her arms loop-de- 
loop at a pinata at a past pep-rally. She 
also placed her name in a pool of eligible 
young women in a recent Data Compati- 
bility Match Fundraiser. I have never in 
my life seen an adult so excited to see with 
whom she was matched. What makes her 
SO special is that she took those 15 guys on 
her list, sent each a personalized letter to 
his home and invited them all to lunch 
with her. She has been known to ride don- 
keys and has been spotted in her blue and 
gold face-paint at basketball games. She 
even made last minute arrangements to 
make sure that our AHS girls basketball 
team had full support from our school by 
holding yet another successful pep-rally.
